SMUD's crists of confidence

Last Thursday, Oct. 2, the 
Directors of the Sacramento 
Municipal Utility District received 
from their staff the final en- 
vironmental impact report (EIR) 
on SMUD's proposed Rancho 
Seco II 


The two preliminary drafts of 
the analysis of the proposed second 
nuclear reactor at the Rancho Seco 
site were heavily criticized by Sac- 
ramento County and others 
because, among other deficiencies, 
impacts on the environment of the 
huge amounts of radioactive 
material produced by a nuclear 
reactor were essentially ignored on 
the grounds that they had been 
considered. by federal agencies 
(Copies of the three volumes com- 
posing the EIR are available in the 
CSUS library.) 


The EIR surfaced at a time 
when an interesting crisis of con- 
fidence has arisen on the SMUD 
board. I have long been aware that 
much of the professional staff of 
SMUD regards the directors with 
contempt — as superannuated sim- 
pletons who rubber stamp the 
recommendations of the staff 
without understanding the 
significance of what they are told 
Not having strained to ingratiate 
myself to the staff, | have been sur- 
prised to find it as open as it is in 
voicing such opinion of the direc- 
tors. 


Having observed the directors 
at their regular meetings for about 
two years. | have noticed that for 
the last six months or so some of 
them have seemed increasingly sus- 
picious and critical of presen- 
tations by the senior SMUD staff, 
and have questioned it more and 
more closely 


In particular, the most 
outspoken of the directors has 
seemed only a little short of calling 
the chief engineer a liar ona couple 
of occasions — and, as recorded by

the Sacramento Bee last June 8, 
has wondered “...if the directors of 
this utility district, if they had 
known when they decided to build 
this plant that at this point we 
wouldn't have a real reprocessing 
network, that we wouldn't have a 
disposal system, that we would be 
as far behind on the waste 
treatment aspect of this, that they 
would have given the go-ahead.”

As you are probably aware, at 
the end of last June, Rancho Seco 
suffered a turbine failure which has 
kept the plant out of commission 
since then. The SMUD staff as- 
sured the directors that the tur- 
bines were still under warranty, 
and that Westinghouse Corp., 
which built them, would pay for 
the repairs. 

Ata September meeting of the 
directors, however, in response to 
questioning by the directors, their 
chief engineer admitted —- oh, how 
coyly! that some new evidence 
bearing on the turbine failure had 
come up. Pleading the possible 
compromising of future litigation, 
however, he deferred discussion of 
the evidence toanexecutive session 

supported in this by the board’s 
counsel, who serves as its secretary. 

Well, Westinghouse or some 
other nasty leaked some in- 
formation to reporter James, K 
Staley of the Sacramento Bee, who 
descended on the SMUD counsel 
armed with the California Public 
Documents Act and backed by the 
Bee's attorney. and, after some 
resistance, came up with a memo 
written by the Electric Power 
Research Institute of Palo Alto, 
which is investigating the turbine 
failure as a matter general interest 
to the utility industry 

The SMUD board meeting of 
last Thursday was sort of dramatic. 
The previous day the directors had 
read inthe Bee that “Multi-million 
dollar damage to Rancho Seco 
nuclear power plant’s steam tur- 
bine last June apparently was

caused by injection of rust-laden, 
slightly salty water into the plant's 
giant turbines, according to 
preliminary findings by experts.” 

SMUD)’s chief engineer has up 
to that point hidden the findings 
from the directors at first at a 
public meeting, with the support of 
the directors’ attorney, and then. as 
became apparent, even at the 
private executive meeting held to 
brief the directors! 

To add to the general good 
feelings, SMU D's general manager 
reaches mandatory retirement age 
next month having kept the 
directors in ignorance of this fact 
until last month when they 
found out accidentally which 
put them ina bit of a bind to finda 
replacement 

On Tuesday of this week they 
decided to pass over the chief 
engineer, who had been considered 
in line and promote their treasurer 
to an abbreviated term as general 
manager. According to Staley, the 
new general manager has been ad- 
vised that there had better be some 
changes in the flow of information 
to the directors 

Of the five directors, three are 
coming across more and more as 
honest, intelligent men, not to say 
indignant. On the other hand, one 
of them apparently didn’t learn 
anything from Watergate; his res- 
ponse to Staley’s story was a 
harangue to the staff to the effect 
that security would have to be 
ughtened up. Apparent!y he 
doesn't believe in the California 
Public Documents Act; in fact, he 
seems to be be urging a conspiracy 
to violate it. 

SMUD board meetings are at 7 
p.m. on the first Thursday and 10 
a.m. on the third Thursday of each 
month. Why not take in some of 
this real-life drama-free, and a 
mere mile from campus?
